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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 23, 35, 38-40, 45, 51 , 59-61 , 66, 68-73 and 77-85 objected to because of 
the following informalities: claims 23, 35, 38-40, 45, 51 and 59-61 contain method steps 
to be physically performed by a user embedded within apparatus claims. Claims 
required a user to perform mundane physical steps such as inserting a floppy disk 
and/or paying for a service over the internet are in no way allowable and meet the 
statutory subject matter. Claims 66, 68-73 and 77-85 are directed toward method 
claims but the claimed subject matter is not written as a method at all. They are 
verbatim repeat of the apparatus claim set with the word "method" as a preamble. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 86-101 are directed to a statutory category of invention but are directed to 
a judicial exception without tangible result claimed. The mere steps of storing, starting.

displaying and/or verifying would not appear to be sufficient to constitute a tangible 
result, since the outcome of these steps has not been used in a disclosed practical 
application nor made available in such a manner that its usefulness in a disclosed 
practical application can be realized. 



Claims 22, 24-33, 37, 44, 46-50 and 52-58 are allowed.
